PLAXTON 


COACH & BUS 


You’ve probably noticed the 
first production examples of 
Plaxton’s new Premiere and 
Excalibur ranges which have 
begun taking to the roads over 
the last two months. Output 
from the plant is currently 
running at around 15 coaches 
a week as the company works 
flat out to supply customers 
for the 1992 season. Stuart 
Jones has been to Scarbo- 
rough were he found the criti- 
cisms_ levelled at _ pre- 
production NEC show 
examples had been taken on 
board and sorted out. 

Sat in the showroom facility 
awaiting collection were two 
Excaliburs on Volvo B10M 
chassis in the colours of Parks 
of Hamilton. Parks are pro- 
moting themselves as Park’s 
Motor Group - Scotland's Driv- 
ing Force and the amended 
grey, red and silver livery that 
has been adopted set the 
coaches off to advantage. 
Kevin Wood, marketing 
manager, had been telling me 
for months that | would be im- 
pressed with the changes 
made on the production 
vehicles and | was eager to 
see whether he was right. 

As soon as | got on board it 
was Clear that these vehicles 
were very different from the 
ones | had seen at the launch 
and at the NEC show. Once | 
had got over the visual shock 
of Park’s grey with red, blue, 
yellow and pink moquette 
selection, | set about the 
vehicle with a critical eye. 
Plaxton have started placing 
the seat numbers on the 
moulded side casings of each 
pair of seats, a good idea 
because it overcomes the 
confusion that can occur if 
they are placed on the racks 
or the back of seats. | liked the 
idea but | thought the execu- 
tion could have been a little 
tidier. | wasn’t happy with the 
long term durability of the 
sticky backed plastic warning 
notices used at the rear of the 
coach which looked tempor-

ary and probably were, and | 
thought the finish on the 
moulded top to the toilet unit 
could be a little better. That’s 
got the negatives out of the 
way, now | can concentrate on 
telling you how positively im- 


pressed | was with the 
changes made since the 
NEC. 


Judicious prodding of and 
leaning on the moulded dash 
showed that the whole unit 
was now far more substantial. 
Thicker mouldings have been 
used to provide the necessary 
stiffness without losing any of 


the visual appeal. | am not 
personally a fan of black dash- 
boards because | _ prefer 


something lighter and more 
welcoming but faced with 
calls for it from _ potential 
customers, Plaxton have now 
made the Henry Ford option 
available across the range in 
addition to the grey and beige 
already offered. | thought the 
driver’s instrument panel a 
neat and functional design. 
Greater use of vacuum formed 
plastics has been made to 
cover the side window pillars 
and to form the pocket at the

side of the driver. 

When"! first saw the new 
ranges | was pleased to see 
that Plaxton had moved to- 
wards European practices by 
utilising moulded interior roof 
panels. Those on the proto- 
types were rather too flexible 
but with improved fixing me- 
thods these problems have 
been overcome. Indeed the 
roof and rack layout gives the 
Excalibur a very spacious 
feel, a considerable advance 
on the Paramount 3500. | like 
the way a locker has been in- 
corporated at the rear of the 
aisle over the back row of 
seats. Parks have taken up the 
option of a video unit in- 
tegrated into the space be- 
tween the racks at the front of 
the coach. To my mind this 
was one of the neatest video 
installations | have ever seen, 
it looked part of the coach, 
rather than a bolt-on after- 
thought. 

Mention of the racks brings 
me to the rack locker doors 
which are standard on the Ex- 
calibur and an option on the 
Premiere 350. | had been cri- 
tical of the inconsistent sur- 
face finish on early examples 
but those on the Parks 
vehicles were uniform in ap- 
pearance and shut with a firm 
clunk. One is always con- 
cerned that they are some- 
thing else which will need to 
be maintained, but the units 
and the mechanisms are both 
substantial and should prove 
robust in service. 

Plaxton have made extens- 
ive use of a material called 
Quintesse in trimming the in- 
terior of the Excalibur, and to 
a lesser extent in the Premie- 
re. This has a smoother softer 
feel than the carpet like ma- 
terial previously used for side 
panels and my feeling is that it 
adds to the perceived quality 
of the coach. In comparison 
with prototype Excaliburs, the 
use of Quintesse has been ex- 
tended to such areas as the 
driver’s window pillars and

the new Park’s Motor Group colours. 


part of the back of the en- 
trance door which previously 
had a large area of unrelieved 
plastic. Some operators told 
me at the NEC that they 
thought the new interiors con- 
tained too much plastic, and 
on the vehicles with the 
plastic backed seats | agreed 
with them. | feel sure that see- 
ing the coaches leaving the 
factory now, operators would 
be unlikely to level the same 
criticisms. 

At the launch of the range, 
much was made of the bene- 
fits of the relatively new pro- 
cess of resin transfer mould- 
ing (RTM) which was to be 
used for all lower body panel- 
ling on Premiere and Excali- 
bur. The new panels offer 
benefits in weight, strength, 
impact resistance and ease of 
replacement, but in the start 
up period Plaxton were not 
happy with the consistency of 
quality off the tooling. Under 
the circumstances it was 
decided to concentrate efforts 
on perfecting the tooling for 
the more vulnerable front and 
rear sections where the RTM 
process will offer the greatest 
benefits. It had always been 


the intention to supply low vo- 
lume models with aluminium 
lower side panels, but in the 
light of the problems faced all 
production vehicles are being 
fitted with aluminium side pa- 
nels manufactured in a similar 
way to Paramount. Managing 
director, Neil Beresford com- 
mented, ‘The RTM process is 
a fundamentally sound one 
which we remain committed 
to.’ 

The setbacks experienced 
delayed the build schedule 
but Plaxton have done every- 
thing humanly possible to rec- 
over the programme, includ- 
ing taking on in excess of 100 
additional people to expedite 
deliveries and respond to de- 
mand for the product. 

Wallace Arnold were alrea- 
dy operating 18 of a total order 
of 62 vehicles when | spoke to 
operations director, Stephen 
Barber. He commented, ‘We 
are pleased with them both 
from the passenger and driver 
point of view. We have had a 
good response from pas- 


sengers. Other than normal 
teething troubles we’ve found 
nothing to complain about. 
There has certainly been no

tial GRP than previously. 


theme of problems.’ 

The Wallace Arnold vehicle 
requirement was for a mix of 
vehicles, all but one of them 
on Volvo B10M chassis, the 
odd man out being a Dennis 
Javelin GX with Premiere 350 
coachwork. Twenty five Pre- 
miere 350s will be used for 
continental touring with 10 Ex- 
caliburs and the rest of the 
Premieres occupied on UK 
work. The entire order will be 
delivered by the end of May. 
Wallace Arnold — selected 
Holdsworth velour materials 
for the interior and rack fac- 
ings to match their brown, yel- 
low and orange striped mo- 
quette. 

This article concentrates on 
the changes made to the 
range but it should not be for- 
gotten that Plaxton have made 
strides forward in safety terms 
that other European body 
manufacturers have yet to 
make. Both Excalibur and Pre- 
miere meet the stiff ECE R66 
rollover regulations and the 
seats and seatbelts/ 
anchorages meet the require- 
ments of ECE R80 and R14 
respectively. Greater safety is 
not an easy feature to sell, 
especially for an industry with 
such a good safety record, but 
the benefits of the stiffer struc- 
ture should also mean that the 
body will last longer than pre- 
vious designs and hopefully 
enjoy better residual values 
because of this. Aerodyna- 
mically the more streamlined 
shape should lead to lower 
fuel consumption figures in 
comparison with earlier Plax- 
ton designs. Independent fuel 
tests at MIRA showed Premie- 
re and Excalibur giving one 
mpg better fuel economy than 
Paramount. 

Large advance orders for 
fleet customers may have 
given the impression that 
Plaxton is only interested in 
fleet deals, but this is far from 
true. As | walked through the 
factory the first Excalibur Ex- 
cel as nearing completion for 


Anderson of Horsforth, com- 
plete with toilet, video, drivers 
bunk and drinks facilities. 
Other independent operators 
to order include Jones of 
Login, Dodsworths and Tap- 
pins. To date examples have 
been ordered on Volvo, Sca- 
nia, Dennis and DAF chassis. 
The Premiere 350 is the first 
high floor body to be offered 
on the Dennis _ Javelin 
chassis. 

At present the new range is 
only available on 12 metre 
chassis but development work 
is being undertaken on other 
model possibilities. | under- 
stand a 10 metre design on the 
Volvo B9M or Dennis Javelin 
is likely to become available 
before any 11 metre options, if 
there is sufficient demand. 

lf you want an Excalibur ora 
Premiere, there will be a 
small number available from 
dealer stock by the end of 
April, the first examples being 
Premieres on Volvo chassis 
and an Excalibur on a Scania 
K113. All Plaxton dealers have 
committed to limited numbers 
of stock vehicles, around 40 
between them. 


Exports 


Some operators may have 
seen the 3.7 metre high Plax- 
ton Prestige on the Volvo 
B12R chassis which was exhi- 
bited at the Kortrijk show last 
year. Sales Director - Coach, 
Clive Hodgson, told me, ’We 
are working very closely with 
Volvo France on developing 
the vehicle. They have rec- 
eived the product very enthu- 
siastically, | believe it has true 
export potential.’ 

At present there are no 
plans to bring the design into 
the UK because British legis- 
lation precludes it being of- 
fered on two axles.

dozen vehicles were built at 
the Lorraine plant before the 
decision to close it was made, 
and these were trimmed, fin- 
ished and fitted with seats at 
Scarborough. 

Though the familiar 
windcheating styling is re- 
tained, some welcome 
changes have been made to 
the specification to further en- 
hance its appeal. In place of 
the cable gearchange there is 
a new air assisted rigid rod 
system which is said to give a 
particularly smooth and posit- 
ive change. The brakes have 
been uprated and so has the 
heating and ventilation 
system. One change | believe 
will be welcome is the stan- 
dardisation on Bode equip- 
ment for both the plug door 
and door tower mechanisms, 
a move that should guarantee 
reliability. 

There are a number of other 
changes, the most visually ap- 
parent being a new rack de- 
sign on which the underside of 
the rack is angled quite 
sharply towards the centre of 
the aisle. Plaxton reclining 
seats are fitted and all mo- 
quette is by Holdsworth. The 
standard specification is 53 
recliners, courier seat, centre 
continental door and provi- 
sion for toilet. Optionally an 
operator can have 55 res- 
tricted recline seats or 57 res- 
tricted recliners if the conti- 
nental entrance is sealed off. 
A 53/57 configuration is a 
possibility. 

The Cummins L10 290bhp 
unit is standard along with an 
eight speed ZF transmission, 
ABS braking and Telma. The 
first example has already 
been sold to Western Scottish 
Buses where it will join three 
early Duple examples that 
have proved extremely reli- 
able and economical. Avail- 
able from Kirkby Coach & 
Bus, the Plaxton 425 costs 


from £114,500 plus VAT. One 
will be displayed at the 
Brighton Coach rally. 


Paramount 


The introduction of the Pre- 
miere and Excalibur will mean 
the discontinuation of single 
deck versions of the Para- 
mount range, but not just yet. 
Bus Eireann had standardised 
on the Paramount 3500 for its 
coaching requirements in rec- 
ent years and has ordered 20 
more of the model on DAF 
MB230 chassis in order to 
maintain that standardisation. 
A further order for two similar 
DAF Paramounts has been 
taken from Ulsterbus.
